CATTLE. 

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.—In numbers 
there was about a seagonable weekly supply 
of butchers’ stock on market, but the sider: 
ing in point of quality and condition was 
generally poor, and left only small percentage 
of choice meat for victuallers to draw upon. 
For the early pick of cattle and sheep buyers 
were obliged to pay near previous terms; but 
coming to the more ordinary and commoner 
descriptions trade followed a slow, tedious 
routine, with some more or less accentuated 
depression in values. There was a rather im- 
proved inquiry for lambs and shipping hog- 
gets, the former particularly; but current 
values of fat cattle at this side continue prac- 
tically prohibitive to export dealers, and it 
looks as if terms here must come down 3s. to 
5s. per cwt. at least for good commercial 
bullocks ere shippers can re-commence opera- 
tions with confidence and success. Heavy ar- 
rivals of foreign meat, both on foot and in 
carcase, appear to be due at cross-Channel 
ports, including Canadian cattle, and further 
consignments of latter, embracing over 1,600 
head for Liverpool and Manchester, are on 
passage for delivery next week.

Grass cattle now in majority, and coming 
forward in improved condition. Barring for 
a few drafts of fancy stall-fed heifers, last 
Thursday’s tip-top prices for supergrade cattle 
were difficult to repeat, and bet curs 
rencies for average run of bullocks and heifers 
were about ls. to 2s. per'cwt. in scale test 
worse than previously, with a preferential 
sale for latter. For tip-top heifers prices 
averaged 62s. to 63s., but rarely was . re- 
corded ; while bullocks went 60s. to 62s., with 
those up to 13 to 14 ewt. or over at a disad- 
vantage of Is. or 2s. per cwt. less to cash. 
Secondary classes of cattle, say, 54s. to 57s. 
6d., commoner and coarse difficult to quote 
for in the deranged state of terms in absence 
of much trade for these. Fat bulls were not 
much inquired for, and few were on market. 
Fairly good demand for prime young well- 
meated beef cows at 42s. 6d. to 45s. and 46s. 
per cwt., but old and wasty descriptions 
could be bought anywhere for 27s. 6d. to 58s. 
or 40s., according to condition, etc. 

The ovine market exhibited a decided want 
of energy, notwithstanding that an improved 
inquiry existed for suitable hoggets and 
lambs, especially the latter. Wool sheep 
were more decidedly out of favour with 
buyers, probably owing to reduction in price 
of skins, and where sales of animals on foot 
were effected a corresponding fall was looked 
for. Ewes,. particularly, could only be sold

two and three-year-old shorn wethers were 
taken up by butchers freely at 124d. to 14}d. per 
4b.; perhaps a fraction or so more for fancy 
lots of Cheviot class. Shippets paid £3 5s. to

LOUIS XV. 


Mouffle d’A ille, an advocate, Dw) 
about 1794—perhaps, on the scaffold, since 
he always proclaimed his hostility to the 
revolution. His book draws freely on the 
Mémoires secrets pour servir ó Uhistoire de 
Perse (i.e, France). The editor warns us 
frequently that d’Angerville is not always 
trustworthy as an authority. Louis XV.’s 
private life is too well known to need new 
research, Like the “ Beggars’ Opera,’’ this 
book is virtually free irom the presence 
of a single honest man or woman. Cardinal 
Fleury pandered, vo are told, to the royal 
lust so as to be free to strengthen his own 
control in politics. When the monarch 
fell ill at Metz in August, 1743, the Bishop 
of Soissons flatly refused’ the viaticum 
until the de Chateauroux~made a Duchess 
by her infatuated slave—had been sent 
packing. He likewise demanded a public 
atonement for the scandal given by the 
liaison. Everything required was promised 
to the prelate, himself the love-child of 
James II. of England, but, once the king 
had recovered, the devil a saint was he. 
Strangest of all, the populace seems to 


have been genuinely perturbed at the 


royal infirmity; for it was the reception 
everywhere accorded to him on his cure 
which won for Louis the title of “ Bien- 
aimé.”’ 

The royal baggage, however, resumed 
her sway, and some historians held that 
for her was fought the campaign which is 
chiefly known to us for the Battle of 
Fontenoy. A lengthy description of that 
incident contains*a reference to the Irish 
—a thing not to be taken for granted in 
books from French writers. One of 
Cardinal Fleury’s intimates was a Samuel 
Bernard, a despised Jew, who; cut off from 
the hope of office or of social preferment, 
nevertheless succeeded in amassing a vast 
fortune through peculation in his capacity 
of banker to the Court. His son became 
Master of the Parliament of Perris. The 
King’s last mistress was the du Barry. 
During her years the Parc-aux-Ceris was 
established to pander to the wretched 
monarch. In the public mind these follies 
ruined France financially. This attitude, 
too, is controverted, but it is a fact that, 
while the money-lender battened, the 
country lost her two great colonies, India 
and Canada. The marriage feast of the 
unhappy Louis XVI. was accompanied by 
extravagant festivities at a time when 
thousands were dying of starvation. It 
was small wonder that, worked on by the 
revolutionary pamphleteer, the populace 
ascribed to the monarchy every misfortune 
which had befallen the country. As so 
often happens, Louis XV. died peacefully 
in his bed, surrounded by his wife, mis- 
tress and children. It was his unlucky 
son who paid the price. Those who like 
the chronique scandaleuse will find in these 
pages ample, if rather wearying, matter 
for the indulgence of their weakness.

LAWN TENNIS. 

Mr. Gordon Lowe writes for all classes 
of players. Those who are experienced 
will enjoy his recollections and profit by 
the advice he gives on such subjects as 
match play, training, practice and court 
deportment: while the novice will find 
here all the necessary instruction for 
acquiring modern strokes. The strokes, 
style and tactics of players can generally 
be traced to well-known players of their 
own country “In America Tilden is the 
model,” while “among Australian players 
the master hand of Norman Brookes is 
still evident.’’ Lawn tennis requires a 
long apprenticeship. Mahony, the famous 
Irish player, used to say that “it required 
a rich father as well.’’ 

In dealing with the subject of stroke 
production Mr. Lowe emphasises the great 
gn sh TA, of the follow through; the 

y should never be drawn away from 
the ball or the racguet checked after im- 
pact. '“Your body, shoulder, and arm 
should all be used in making your 
strokes; herein lies the secret of pace. 
The head of the racquet should come to a 
full stop, pointing to the place in your 
opponent’s court where your retutn has 
been aimed. Pace properly controlled is 
the reason why the first twelve players 
in the world hold their present position ; 
they are just a little more severe than 
their fellows.’’ Hard hitting, if inaccurate, 
is useless, and never wil] beat a steady 
player. For instance, Sleem, of India, 
probably the steadiest player in the world, 
whom no one of his own class could beat, 
would go down before the accurate hard 
hitting of Tilden or Johnston. 

The young player is recommended to 
acquire his speed gradually, but neat 
strokes and practice and tactics may be 
uscless if your feet be not sufficiently 
nimble to get you into the required posi- 
tion. In making a stroke the body should 
be sideways to the net, the left foot in 
front for the forehand, and the right for 
the backhand. Mr. Lowe is in favour of 
hitting the ball with slight top, although, 
as he points out, Wallace Johnston’s cut 
has been good enough to bring him to the 
finals of the American championships on 
two occasions. Mr. Tilden is of opinion 
that a cut will upset any driving game; 
but it should be remembered that, as all 
cut shots hang somewhat in their flight, 
they are easy to volley. 

The various strókes are well described. 
Mr. Lowe is rather famous for his back- 


hand, and hence anything. he has to say 


on this point is particularly instructive. 
The stroke described is that after the model 
of the late R. F. Doherty, who “had the 
most perfect backhand ever seen.” In the 
shot, as played by Lowe, the head of the 
racquet is held slightly above the wrist, 
the racquet gripped comfortably, so that 
the striking face is pointing somewhat 
towards the ground, the dha diagonally 
across the handle or not, depending on 
the fancy of the player. “The ball is 
struck with an upward movement of the 
racquet and arm.” “At impact, without 
altering my grip, the wrist brings the 
striking face over, until at the finish of 
the follow through it almost faces the 
ground.” On the subject of lobs a famous 
player once said: “ When in doubt Job, 
and lob high.” A good deep lob will 
always pay, and opens up the way for a 
drive. Continual running back to sinash 
Jobs is exhausting, even if the “ lobee”’ is 
good overhead, and “there are few that 
are first-class overhead; therefore, take 
advantage of the fact.’’ 

Mr. Lowe is strong on the subject of 
being an all-court player, “neither an 
eternal net-rusher nor a confirmed base- 
liner.’’ Tilden is the classical example of 
this; for no stroke comes amiss to him. 
“Should Tilden or Johnston find their 
method of tackling a match unsuccessful, 
they start in with an entirely new one. 
From base line methods they turn to an 
intensive volleying attack. The perfectly 
conceived all-court game will always beat 
the departmental game and expose its 
limitations.’’ Tilden has the distinction 
of being both the best singles and doubles 
As ye The doubles game is well described, 
and the point is brought out that in a 
first-class double the return of the service 
should be the onl und stroke, Yet 
when all is said, whether it be in singles 
or doubles, the advice of H. L. Doherty 
is the best—cultivate the art of “getting 
the ball over the net more often than the 
other fellow.”’ :

Sir Dan has been conducting now for 
over twenty-five years at the municipal 
orchestra at Bournemouth. The story of 
this orchestra: is virtually the history of 
the great artists of the last quarter 
century. The estimate given of rack com- 
posers as Coleridge-Taylor and others is 
informative and interesting even to the 
reader who has a slender knowledge of 
technique. A whole chapter is devoted to 
the art of listening to the orchestra, and 
in a further chapter the present state of 
British music is discussed. Sir Dan does 
not disdain the popular jazz; even Ravel 
and Rachmaninov admire the fascination 
of its rhythm. The gramaphone tas 
formed a public taste for high-class music, 
but it is considered doubtful if “broad- 
casting’’ will do as much. There are 
many good stories in these pages—as when 
a well-deserved rebuke was administered 
to a certain artist in the form of a printed 
slip enclosed in every programme to the 
effect that Mr. had refused to appear 
as his name “ had not been billed in suffi- 
ciently large type.”

ARCHITECTURE IN ENGLAND. 

Our forefathers were more familiar with 
the language of architecture than we, who 
live in an age of specialisation and are 
removed from the work of hands. Yet the 
man of to-day, made a traveller by war, 
and sent to cities as a soldier that would 
otherwise remain for ever names to him, 
has been roused to a lively interest in 
the building art, and many are the hand- 
books offered to teach the rudiments of an 
architectural judgment. We hardly think 
that the latest—Mr. Cyril Davenport's 
graceful little pocket volume—is the best ; 
for it is too brief to be thorough. It 
shares the common fault of dealing almost 
exclusively with ecclesiastical architecture, 
and, although church art is that most 
stored with history and rich in examples 
for admiration, the amateur wil] be dis- 
appointed to find no guidance to the 
history of domestic architecture, wherein 
England so conspicuously excelled. 

Nevertheless, we recommend Mr. Daven- 
port’s book to beginners in architectural 
observation ; for it is always both sound 
and lucid, and it supplements text-books 
that it does not supplant. Mr. Davenport 
has the bright style of an enthusiastic 
amateur, and. has written with equal 
freshness of interest on heraldry, mezzo- 
tints, jewellery and miniatures.

THOMAS HARDY’S UPIVERSE. 

Mr. Brennecke knows his Hardy from 
cover to cover, and has, on the whole, 
acquired a sufficiently detached point of 
view to be able to criticise that giant of 
modern writers with discernment and 
skill. The danger of applying the term 
‘philosopher ’’ to a poet or novelist is well 
known, but most great writers have a 
philosophy which inevitably inspires their 
works and can be felt even where it is 
not actually expressed. There is a strong 
unity of thought behind Mr. Hardy’s 
work, and this it is which Mr. Brennecke 
analyses and determines. Mr. Hardy’s 
kinship with Schopenhauer, Aeschylus, 
Goethe, and even Voltaire often has been 
"oppo out; but Mr. Brennecke makes it 

is business to analyse the relationship, to 
show how far it extends and. where it 
diverges, and to explain and elucidate the 
more obscure passages in Hardy’s works. 
He deals exhaustively with Hardy’s theory 
of the “Immanent Will,” and studies the 
various plays and poems in chronological 
order, bringing out the stages of develop- 
ment in Hardy’s mind and art. :

Mr. Liam O’Flaherty’s second novel has a 
finish that is lacking in his first, but it is not 
a better story. A ‘‘Stranger,’’ described as 
“an educated man,” though he shows no 
signs of meriting the title, broken in spirit 
like so many men who have borne the horrors 
of war, goes seeking rest in an islander’s 
cottage in the West. The islander is married 
to a tard woman who hates him and sets 
herself to win the Stranger’s guilty love. 
She succeeds, and the progress of their sin- 
ful relations fills the book. When the 
average length of a novel is nearly reached, 
the author contrives a climax, overdue from 
the beginning, kills the husband, and sends 
the unpleasant pair away to the world. * The 
artistic principle that every work should have 
at least one sympathetic character is here 
ignored ; for the sonar are a madman, a 
perverted woman and a degenerate man. Our 
young Irish novelists have, been compared 
with the Russians for their daring realism 
and stark style; but while Dostoievsky 
chooses broken souls for his characters, there 
is the eternal dignity of life behind their 
strivings, whereas this latest of our Irish 
realists shows us nothing. but squalid carnali- 
ties. Great men sometimes write violently ; 
but violent writing does not make pettiness 
great or even interesting.

Quantity and Quality. 

The text of the new Local Government 
Bill which has been introduced in Dad 
Eireann was issued yesterday. The Bill 
clean sweep of 


virtually makes a 
the old Local Government Act of 
1898, which has braved the storms of a 
quarter of a century with varying success, 
and proposes to remould the whole 
system of local administration in the Free 
State in accordance with the needs of our 
changed and changing times. The most 
drastic clause of the new measure is that 
which provides for the abolition of 
District Councils throughout the country. 
Henceforward, if the Bill passes into 
law, the County Council will be 
the unit of local government, and, 
in everything except matters of health, 
will combine the functions of the old 
County and District Councils. Health in 
every county will be under the control of 
a Board of Public Health, which will 
consist of ten members elected by the 
County Council and will be a corporate 
body with far-reaching powers. Thus 
matters which concern the public health 
will be separated completely from the 
ordinary work of t.e County Councils. 
The Bill, in the rough, seems to be a 
very good measure; but, of course, it will 
need considerable amendment in Com- 
mittee. The proposal to abolish the 
District Councils is likely to meet with 
strong resistance, and there are several 
matters of minor importance which may 
excite controversy throughout the rural 
districts of the Free State. 

It is absolutely essential in the case of 
a more or less revolutionary measure of 
this kind that no attempt shall be made 
to “rush ” it through the Daw and Senate. 
Nothing could be worse for a country 
than ill-considered or hasty legislation, 
and we fear that the Free State Govern- 
trying to do far too much 
lu a totally inadequate period of time.

some fourteen or fifteen bills in various 
stages are before the Oireachtas. The 
Government’s is to adjourn 
Parliament on July 4th for a week; to 
consider whatever amendments the Senate 
may make in the various bills which will 
come before it, and then to adjourn again 
for the summer holidays. The Dail, there- 
fore, must dispose of all the bills—which 


intention 


include several highly controversia] and 
important measures—within the next six 
or seven weeks. Frankly, we believe that 
the task is impossible. Of course, the 
Government can push every one of its bills 
through the Dail with a minimum of dis- 
cussion and delay ; but those who legislate 
in haste generally repent at leisure. Once 
a measure reaches the Statute Book it 
becomes the law of the land, mistakes or 
no mistakes. A bad law is just as binding 
on the citizen as a good law, and we fear 


methods of mass production. 

In its attempt to make laws quickly 
the Free State Government is laying up 
trouble not only for itself, but for all 
those who will reap the full harvest of its 
legislative crop ten or twenty years hence. 
The lawyers will be able to drive coaches 
anc. four, through many of these bills 
which are being: passed automatically 
by the Dail merely because they happen 
to bear the imprimatur of the Govern- 
ment’s draughtsmen. The Railways Bill, 
the Local Government Bill or the Retail. 
Prices Bill ought to occupy the time at 
the <isposal of the Dail for the discussion 
of the whole series, We think that 
Ministers are making a grave mistake. 
They are setting a pace which is extremely

A Bonus Bill. 


President Coolidge’s closing months of 
office are fraught with difficulty. His 
veto has been flouted and over-ridden in 
the case of thé Soldiers’ Bonus Bill, which 
he opposed to the last. He tried at a 
private meeting to win over seven Repub- 
lican Senators to his view, but without 
success. The crux of the question is 
financial. Mr. Coolidge’s sympathy with 
the ex-Service men cannot be doubted, hut 
he feels that the price is more than the 
country can pay. His estimate of the ex- 
penditure entailed by the Bill is 114 
million dollars, or nearly 23 million 
pounds, a year for twenty years. Some 
three and a half million ex-soldiers will 
derive benefit from the Bill. Four hundred 
thousand will receive cash bonuses of fifty 
dollars ; the remainder will take insurance 
policies, and the amount of the policy will 
be adjusted in accordance with the length 
of service. The Bill authorises banks to 
lend up to 90 per cent. of the cash value 
of the policies after the expiration of two 
years. Mr. Coolidge well may ask where 
‘the money is to be raised and what will 
be the effect of this heavy and prolonged 
expenditure upon the country. The 
Treasury estimate of the surplus for the 
financial year ending June 30th, 1925, is 
395 million dollars, or 79 million pounds. 
The relative merits of the House’s and 
the Senate’s Tax Reduction Bills are being 
debated in conference. Probably either 
will absorb the whole, or at least the 
greater part, of the surplus, and the 
money for the veterans’ bonuses must be 
found by some other means. Mr. Coolidge, 
in justification of his veto, urges that 
American industry is crying for a reduc- 
tion in taxes and that an increase will 
have disastrous effects. The nearness of 
the elections is, of course, the chief cause 
of Congress’s enthusiasm for the Bonus 
Bill. The increased burden upon the tax- 
payers will not be recognised so soon as 
the generosity of the Bill’s provisions tor 
the ex-soldiers. Moreover, even in a 
country with so vast an electorate as the 
United States, a measure that benefits 
three and a half millions of the adult 
population cannot be held in low esteem as 
a yote-catching expedient. The President is 
being pressed to use every means in his 
power to compel France to pay her debt 
to the United States, but it would be 
sheer optimism to entertain much hope of 
relief from this source, and it is certain 
that the taxpayers’ pockets must be 
searched to meet the demands of the 
Bonus Bill. American industry, which has 
been making good progress, will suffer a 
serious check. In the meanwhile, Mr. 
Coolidge’s prestige is suffering as a result 
of the cavalier fashion in which his veto 
has been treated. When the Bonus Bill 
was passed into law such prominent He- 
publican leaders as Senators Lodge, 
Brandegee and Curtis cast their votes in 
opposition to the President and the party 
now is divided more than ever. The Re- 
publican Press, on the whole, is more 
favourable to the President than to the 
leaders of his party who have deserted 
him. In the near future Mr. Coolidge will 
have further opportunities to exercise his 
veto in the cases of the Tax Bill and the 
Immigration Bill; but fear of another 
rebuff may persuade him to stay his hand. 


Relief of Distress. 


The end of Spring has revived the usual 
reports of distress in the West of Ireland, 
but there is a curious conflict of opinion 
on the subject. In Dail Eireann, last 
week, at least three Western members 
drew gloomy picttres of the present con- 
ditions in some districts of Connemara, 
where, as they asserted, the potato crep 
had failed to a large extent. Mr. O'Connell 
said that the reported distress was ' not 
in the least exaggerated.”” On the other 
hand, Mr. Burke, the Minister for Local 
Government, said that no official accounts 
of very acute distress had reached his 
department, although there had been 
plenty of rumours. The County Galway 
Board of Health discussed the same 
matter yesterday in connection with an 
apparently substantial report of distress 
at Lettermore. This board ought to be 
in fairly close touch with Western condi- 
tions, and*it did not allow itself to become 
alarmed. The chairman admitted the 
existence of much poverty, but said that 
the variety of reports from. certain 
districts tended to create a feeling of 
scepticism. In the end the board decided 
to meet the case by a readjustment of 
the machinery of assistance which will 
put no new burden on the ratepayers. If 
there is any serious distress in the West, 
it ought to be relieved, but the first neces- 
sity is a full and certain knowledge of 
the facts. Mr. Burke says that the matter 
was investigated thoroughly “ some months 
ago’’ by inspectors from the Departments 
of Local Government and Agriculture ; 
and a further inspection of the same 
oficial] kind would solve the country’s 
doubts concerning present conditions. In 
former times an agitation about Western 
misery was almost an annwal event. Easy 
credence was given to all the harrowing 
stories which buttressed it, and the 
patient, though much-abused, British 
Treasury produced the cash. To-day, 
when we must put our hands in our own 
pockets, we are beginning to be more 
critical, and the change is all to the 
good. 


A New Terror. 


The Court of Appeal in Paris has issued 
a devastating judgment. It has decreed 
that, if a newspaper or magazine makes 
the slightest reference to the actions or 
views of any named person, that person 
shall have the right of reply in the news- 
paper or magazine. This judgment is the 
law's last. word in a suit that has been 
before the courts since 1919, when M. 
René Doumic published in the Revue des 
Deur Mondes a criticism of a translation 
of “The Persians” of Aeschylus. The 
translators disliked the review’s comments 
and insisted that, in accordance with the 
law of July 20th, 1881, M. Doumic should 
publish theif reply. He refused, and 
they began legal proceedings. The 
point at issue was the interpretation of 
the law of 1881. Did it ensure only the 
right to defence against personal attack 
or did it include the right of reply to

In 
these countries, at any rate, the produc- 
tion of newspapers would become quite 
impossible if all the persons whose letters

attributed the failure of the Government to 
fulfil their pledges in regard to the unem- 
ployment problems to the misdeeds of their 
predecessors. : : 
They had, he said, done everything to 
commercial 
classes, and had sought to make -people 
believe that support of a Labour Government 
would mean a headlong rush to ruin. It 
was said that) the pound sterling would fall 
to a penny, that America would refuse to 
recognise thé Covenant, and that chaos would 
ensue. Having eased his mind in regard to 
previous Administrations, Mr. Shaw  pro- 
ceeded to detail some of the schemes which 
the present Government had in mind to 
secure work for the unemployed. That they 
were all more or less in the air did not dis- 
turb him, since they were intended to show 
the good ‘intentions of the Labour Party, and 
they really could not be blamed for not putting 
forward more heroic measures since, though 
in office, they were not in power. “ We have 
done what we could,” exclaimed Mr. Shaw, 
amid loud ironical Opposition cheers. 
He paid a warm tribute to the foreign policy 
of the Prime Minister, who, he declared, by 
his frank and firm diplomacy had succeeded 
in restoring confidence, and raised © our 
prestige in the eyes of the world. ‘‘ Do you 
doubt it?” he asked indignantly, pointing to 
the opposite benches, from whence came a 
burst of ironical laughter. “ Yes,” came the 
reply. © “ Then your information is not as 
good as mine,” he retorted. He proceeded to 
assert that if the present Government were 
in office a year hence there would be no un- 
employment worth speaking of in the country. 


The-last point was at once seized upon by 
Sir William Joynson-Hicks, who asked why 
the Unemployment Insurance Bill had been 
framed on the basis that there would be a 
million, at least, unemployed in the. country 
next October. Sir William chaffed Mr. Shaw 
on his recital of the misdéeds of other Govern- 
ments, but pointed oat that the real question 
at issue was: what had the present Goyern- 
ment done?: Where was the schemes which 
had figured so much..in the Labour Party’s 
speeches at the time of the general election? 
Mr. Clynes-had informed the electors that his 
party had scores of: schemes up their sleeves. 

It was a curious commentary that Mr. Shaw 
had not been able to disclose them. Was 
not the real truth that all the Labour Govern- 
ment had .done. was to continue schemes 
initiated by their predecessors? Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, at Derby, said: ‘‘ We will make a 
real attempt to substitute work for the. dole.”’ 
The Government’s only answer was to increase 
the dole. He challenged the Government to 
show that they had produced one single new 
scheme for dealing with unemployment. Sir 
William concluded by moving the reduction 
of the vote by £100. 

Mr. Masterman delivered a vigorous speech 
from the Liberal Front Bench. His feeling 
was one of intense disappointment with the 
Labour Minister’s speech. .All they had been 
told was that schemes were either under con- 
sideration or were to be investigated. Their 
only achievement was the building of five 
cruisers. and the reclamation of a small 
part of the Wash. He ridiculed the sug- 
gestion that the Government's foreign 
policy had anything whatevcr to do with the 
problem of unemployment. He attributed 
any reduction in the volume of unemployment 
to the fact that the electorate had been re- 
lieved from the fear of either Socialism or 
Protection. Unless something was done, and 
that quickly, the Labour Government would 
be known as the Government of broken 
pledges. It was already, fast losing.its repu: 
tation in the. country. “Bring ‘in your 
schemes,”’ declared Mr. Masterman. ‘‘ That 
is all we on these benches are asking for.’’ 


The Labour Party back benchers aired their 
conclusions that. the, only solution to the un- 
employment problem lav in natiqnalisation of 
industries. is was ‘also the view expressed 
by: Miss Margaret Bondfield, who predicted 
that. the next, election would secure the 
Labour’ Party a sufficient majority to énable 
them to carry their ideals into practice. 

Dr. Macnamara rather wondered when the

OBITUARY. 
COLONEL - WILLOUGHBY : 


DIGBY MARSH: 


We regret to announce the death of Colonel 
Willoughby Digby Marsh, late Royal 
Engineers, on Monday afternoon last, after a 
short illness, at his residence, Brownsbarn, 
Thomastown, Co. Kilkenny, in his ninety- 
third year. . Born in 1831, the eldest son of 
Rear-Admiral Digby Marsh, he was educated 
at Blundell’s School, Tiverton, and entered 
the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich, at 
the age of fifteen, leaving in 1849 at the head 
of his batch. After serving at the War Office 
and. on various stations, including a period of 
four years in the West Indies, he returned to 
the Royal Military Academy as Professor of 
Military Drawing in 1872. In that capacity 
the Prince Imperial, was. one of his pupils. 
He was, successively, Professor, Staff cer 
and Secretary, and. Acting Governor of the 
Academy, and was next given command of the 
Northern District and i at York. In 
1886 he was appointed to cOmmand the Royal 
Engineers in Ireland, and in: 1889 he retired,

Sweep Stakes. 

The Home Office here intends to per 
severe with its attack on sweepstake pro- 
moters, and there are some interesting 
speculations as to what may happen 
during the next few weeks, with sweep- 
stakes taking place all over the country. 
The Government, it is said, is per 
willing to hold an inquiry as to the ques- 
tion of the legality of sweepstakes ; but is 
of opinion that in the meanwhile, or until 
new legislation is passed, it must carry 
out the law. It seems that the only sweep- 
stake that is legal is one open to members 
of a genuine club, with no tickets sold 
outside the membership, no advertisement 
for sale of tickets, and everything con- 
ducted in good faith. In the City of 
London the sweepstake habit is very 
strong. No fewer than fifty thousand 
tickets have been sold for the Stock Ex- 
change Derby sweep, and twelve thousand 
for that of the Baltic Exchange. 

Britain and Russia. 

The Anglo-Soviet Conference still con: 
tinues here, though very little is heard 
concerning. its proceedings. It is under- 
stood, however, that the Prime Minister 
‘has made ‘it clear to the Russians that 
his Government refuses to guarantee a 
loan; that Russia must first rebuild her 
credit, and that the Soviet Government 
must pay, or satisfy, private claims. 
These points made perfectly clear, it is 
anticipated that progress in the conference 
will now move more quickly. It is held 


willing to do much-in order to meet 
British views and make the conference a 
success.

Wembley on Sundays. 


The advocates of the Sunday opening of 
Wembley are now declaring that the suc- 
cess of the Exhibition depends an 
acceptance of the principle which they 
seek to put into operation. It may be 
assumed that a considerable number of 
people would visit the Exhibition for the 
first Sunday, but I should not like to fore- 
cast that there would be much of an 
attendance afterwards. In fact, if the 
Exhibition is to depend upon Sunday 
opening for its success, it will be a failure. 
London people are not great supporters of 
Sunday entertainments, and few would 
care to spend several shillings to go to 
Wembley simply to walk through the 
grounds or exhibition halls. The enter- 
tainment park, with its varied ‘amuse- 
ments, would be closed, and this would 
take away one of the great attractions for 
the London visitor. The expense incurred 
in .opening the Exhibition on Sundays 
would be very considerable, and this is 4 
very important factor in the situation.

Sweeping changes in the administration | 


of local affairs, designed to secure greater 
economy and efficien¢y, are proposed in 
the Local Government Bill, which will be 
submitted for second reading in the Dail 
next Thursday. ! ; 
The Bill is divided into six parts, the 
most* important of which relate to roads 
and public health. It is proposed that 
the health services, both curative and pre- 
ventive, shall be administered by one 
body, instead of several, in every gounty. 
The chief provisions of the Bill may be 
summarised as follows :— i 


‘The abolition of district councils and the transfer 
of their functions and liabilities to the county 
councile. 

The continuance of prediog contfag#y and actions. 

The Abolition of all public bodie. (joint beards, 
commuttees, etc.) elected by district councils. 

The establishment of every county as one rural 

sanitary district, with certain exceptions.

RURAL COUNCILS. 


The first part of the bill deals entirely with 
the district councils. . From and after a day 
to be appdinted by the Minister of Local Go- 
vernmentall the rural councils will cease to 
exist; and the property, debts and Jiabilities 
of every council will be transferred to the 
county council of the-area.. Any liability 
which, isso. transferred to the county council 
wi -be..met in the same way as the 
liabiljties of the district council were met or 
discharged before the passing of the bill. 
“Ail pending actions and contracts by or 
gil a district council will be continued 
hy the county council, or in the case of 
lee éxercised through a board of health, 
y the particular board to which these powers 
were transferred. | 

Any joint board, committee, or authority, 
all of. whose members. were elected by the 
rural district councils of the same county 
health district, will also cease to exist after 
the passing of the Act, and their powers, 
liaailities, etc.; will be transferred to the 
county council, who will exercise those powers 
through the Poard of Health for the district. 

It has been the duty of the district councils 
to, elect- members to certain public bodies. 
These members will cease to hold office after 
the “‘appointed day.” In every county 
health district to which, for the time being, 
no county scheme relates, poor law guardians 
will be elected in the same way as members 
of district councils are at present elected. 


PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Under the provisions of the second part of 
the bill every county—with, the .exception- of 
those portions which are included in urban 
cistriots--will forry one rural sanitary dis- 
trict. The-county council will be the sanitary 
authority for the district, which will be called 
“the county health district,” with the addi- 
tion of the name of the county. At the 
request, however, of any county council the 
Minister can direct that there shall be two or 
more rural sanitary districts in the county, 
and the Minister will, by order, determine the 
boundaries of these districts. The county 
council will be the sanitary authority for each 
district, which will be distinguished by the 
addition of a name that the Minister may 
direct. 

The duties of county councils as sanitary 
authorities will be performed by boards 
of health. Section 8 lays it down that :— 
“In every county health district : 

(a) In a county to which for the time being 
no county scheme relates; or 
(b) Adjoining a county borongh and situate in 

a county to which a joint county schéme for such 

county borongh and county. relates, 
the powers and duties cf the Council of such 
county’ as sanitary authority for such district 
shall be exercised and performed through and 
by a board to be established in such county 
health district and to be called the board of 
public health.” 


BORROWING POWERS. 


The, borrowing powers of a county council 
as rural sanitary authority for a county 
health district will be exercised directly by 
that council, and cannot be delegated to a 
board of health. Moneys borrowed by a 
district council, and liability for which is 
under the Act transferred to éhe county 
council, or momeys borrowed by the county 
council as sanitary authority for a county 
health ‘district, will not be reckoned as part 
of the total debt of that county council. 

Every board of public health will be a body 
corporate, and will have perpetual succession, 
with power to acquire and hold land for the 
purpose of its powers and duties., 

A board may from time to time eppoint 
committees. of either a general or a special 
nature for the performance of any business 
which the board thinks might be better 
regulated or managed by such committees. 
Every eommittee appointed must consist of 
not less. than. three members, and may be 
composed wholly or partly of members ‘of the 
board of public health. 

_ With regard to the finance of those boards, 
1t is provided that the money required to meet 
their expenses will be supplied by the county 
council’on’an annual! estimate and demand by 


. the board. » The expenses of a board incurred 


in the. performance of the duties of the county 
council (as sahitary authority for a county 
health district) will be rai by the county 
gi in that district by means of the poor. 
rate, 
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SUPERANNUATION. 


The fourth part, of the bill deals with the 
superannuation and compensation of officers oí 
bodies. 

A local body (which is not a committee of 
management of a district. lunatic asylum) 


who either :— | i 
(a) has attained the age of sixty-five years 
and at least twenty years' service, 

or 
(b) becomes incapable of discharging the 
duties of.his office. with efficiency b 
reason of permanent infirmity of. min 
or body, or of old age, and has not less 
than ten years’ service, : 
upon his» resigning or otherwise ceasing to 
hold his -office, an annual allowance. for his 
life not greater than an allowance. calculated 

according to the following scale :— . 

Where the officer has served for ten years 
but iess than eleven years, ten-sixtieths 
of his yearly salary and emoluments ; 

Where the officer has served for eleven or 
more years but less than forty years, 
one-sixtieth of his yearly salary and 
emoluments for every completed year of 
service; 

Where the officer has served for forty or 
more years, forty-sixtieths of his yearly 
stlary and emoluments.

as held a pensionable office under any local 
body or bodies shall be reckoned; ~ 

Provided that— 

(a) the period during which such officer has 
held. office under any local body other 
than the local body granting an 
allowance or gratuity to him or a com- 
mittee thereof shall not be reckoned un- 
less it exceeds two years, and 

(b) no period of service shall. be reckoned 
in respect of which the officer has re- 
ceived .superannuation or other com- 
pensation under this or any other enact- 


ment. 

“If an: officer of a local: body’ is aggrieved 
by the neglect or réfusal of the’ local body to 
grant him an allowance or gratuity under this 
section, or ‘with the amount of any allowance 
or gratuity granted him by the local body, 
he may within. six months:of his ceasing to 
hold his office appeal'to the Minister who’ may 
thereupon grant to such officer any allowance 
or gratuity which in his opinion should have 
been granted to such officer by the local body 
under this section and such officer shall there- 
upon be entitled to receive such allowance or 
gratuity from the local body.” 

The bill also provides for the compensation 
of officials who have suffered loss of emolu- 
ments consequent on the transfer of duties. 


LARGER COUNCILS. 


Under Part V. of the bill it is provided 

that at any triennial election of members of 
a county council held after the appointed. da 
the number of members to be elected “ shall 
be increased by a number equal to twice the 
number. of rural districts in existence in the 
county on the passing of the Act.” 
Provision for the payment of travelling ex- 
nses to members of certain local authorities 
is made under Section 44 of the bill. The 
section applies to members of a county council, 
a board of health, and a committee of a dis- 
trict asylum. | 

The same pees of the bill provides for. the 
acquisition of land by local authorities, and 
empowers the Minister to dissolve any local 
authority. He is also given. the power to 
add urban districts to county health districts. 


ROADS. 


It is provided under Part III. of the bill 
that the maintenance and construction of all 
roads in a county not situate in An urban dis- 
trict shall be the duty of the county council, 
and the maintenance and construction of 
roads in an urban district shall be the duty 
of the urban council of that’ district.. An 
application to’ have the mainté@hance of any 
road, other than a main road, abandoned, may 
be made by any county council to the Minister, 
who may then order that no further expendi- 
ture in respect of that road shall be incurred. 
The Minister is empowered to make regula- 
tions regarding the maintenance and construc- 
tion of: roads—that' is,'as to the nature and 

uality of the materials to be used, etc. Every 
direct labour scheme which is deemed to have 
been legally in force in any rural district on 
Slst December, 1923,. will continue in force 
up to such date as the Minister will appoint. 
The constitution of a board of health is 

iven in one of the schedules to the bill. A 
Board will consist: of a Chairman and nine. 
other persons, who will be elected by the 
county council from among its mémbers after 
the first annual meeting following a triennial

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ELECTRIC POWER CUT OFF 


INDUSTRIAL FIRMS 
CLOSING DOWN. 


- 


Derry labour. troubles, which have been in 
progress for three weeks, culminated yesterday 
in the almost complete cessation of municipal 
services and the paralysis of the greater por- 
tion of the industrial life of the city. 

' These developments were the sequel to the 
introduction of volunteer labour at the electric 
light station. When the voluntary workers 
went into the station to carry on the work, 
which had been abandoned by members of the 
Municipal Employes’. Association, the Amal- 
femeted Transport and General Workers’ 

ion decided not to handle goods belonging 
to firms the members or employés of which 
had gone to-assist at the electric light station. 
As a result of this decision a ban was placed 
on a shirt and collar manufacturing firm, and 
there was an accumulation of this firm’s goods 
undelivered. 

Yesterday morning this firm requested three 
firms of master, carmiers-to remove the, goods, 
but a carter ir the employment of each of 
them when directed to go to the shirt factory 
to cart the goods refused to do so. The 
were then suspended, and subsequently all 
the carters employed by these firms,. acting 
on: the instructions of their union, came out 
on strike. 

The men’s union have given similar instruc- 
tions to other carters.employed by members of 
the Employers’ Federation. These happenings 
and the manifestations of hostility in the 
street towards volunteer workers caused the 
volunteers to withdraw from the electric light 
station, and a grave state of affairs was 
created. 

CORPORATION MEETING. 

An emergency meeting of the Corporation 
was summoned yesterday to Ac! AR the 
whole situation. 

It was pointed out that at a meeting of the 
Employers’ Federation on the previous even- 
ing it was decided by a large majority to 
i the electric light staff by sending in 
volunteers, about half a dozen of whom were 
required to keep the power going, but no 
volunteers were forthcoming, and consequently 
the electric power could not be supplied. The 
Corporation accordingly decided to cut off at 
two o'clock all electric current, except for 
the infirmary, the bakeries and for private 
lighting in the evening. 

As a result of this step half of the shipyard 
workers will be thrown idle. 


FAILURE OF THE LIGHTS. 

Consternation was caused amongst house- 
holders in the afternoon when they discovered 
that the electric current had been cut off, 
and there was a rush for candles and oil 
lamps. The current was again turned on 
after six o'clock, but the use of it was pro- 
hibited for other than lighting purposes, and 
a watch is being kept to prevent its use in 
industrial establishments during the hours 
from six ~~ to six a.m., when the current 
is available. 

A Corporation official, when interviewed 
yesterday afternoon, stated that he believed 
that matters would reach a climax to-day, 
when Government intervention is expected. 

There was something like a cloud-burst over 
the city at three o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
‘Tortential rains fell, driving thousands of 
disemployed workers and othérs off the 
streets. Lowlying parts of the city were 
flooded, and the footpaths and roads, which 
have not been swept for a fortnight, were 
afterwards in a deplorable condition. Pedes- 
trians in several areas were obliged to take 
circuitous routes to reach their homies. 

Notices have been issued by the factory 
workers’ otganisations, advising the workers 
to apply for unemployment benefit. 

ACTORY MACHINERY IDLE. © 

There’ are thirty factories and laundries 
affected. The workers in these places were 
astonished when, at two o'clock, all the 
machines stopped. It wag then intimated to 
the workers that, owing to the absence of 
electric power, there was nothing for them to 
do, and that, they could leave. Thousands of 
female operators swarmed into the streets. 

During the afternoon the remainder of the 
carters employed by the Master Carriers in 
the city ceased’ work. Permits have been 
given to private carriers. In all probability, 
the trouble will extend to the quays during 
the mext forty-eight hours. The ice are 
apprehensive of the city’s peace being im- 
perilled, but the strike ágh as discount this 
probability. 

AN EARLIER CURFEW. . 

An order was issued last night by Sir Daw- 
son Bates, the Northern Home (Affairs 
Minister, fixing the Curfew hours to begin at 
eleven o'clock, instead of twelve o'clock, This 
order applies only to the City of Derry. 

It is feared that the difficulties of the 
situation will be increased by the gas workers 
coming out, and the result will be that the 
workers who will be on strike or who will 
have been rendered idle will number between 
12,000 to 15,000. 

The carcases of two animals which were 
condemned as unfit for human food, and have 
been at the slaughterhouse for several days, 
are still lying there, the strikers persisting 
in their refusal to grant permission to have 
them buried. Steps have been taken to mini- 
mise as far as possible their danger to the 
public health.

IN. DUBLIN,

MR. JUSTICE SAMUELS AND 
OVERCROWDING. 


During the hearing of. a Dublin ejectment 
appeal, Lefore Mr. Justice Samuels in the 
Law Courts, Dublin Castle, ‘yesterday, it 
transpired that the landlord and his family 
and three other families occupied a house in 
which there were also a shop and an addi- 
tional room, and his lordship said that the 
whole conditions were miserable—to think of 
all these people packed into that house, with 
families crdwded up in the way revealed in 
the evidence.

BUNGALOW MURDER 
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THE PRISONER’S STATEMENTS. 

At Hailsham yesterday, ‘Patrick Herbert 
Mahon, 39, was charged with the murder cf 
Miss Emily Beilby Kaye at a bungalow on 
Crumbles, near Eastbourne. 

The case for the Director of Public Prosecu- 
tions was conducted by Mr. Seftou Cohen, 
who read a statement, by the prisoner, which 
said that he first met the dead woman ten 
months ago. Intimacy took place on several 
occasions at various places. When at the 
bungalow on the night of April ‘16th they 
quarrelled. ‘‘ We quarrelled over certain 
things,” he said, “ and in a violent temper 
she threw an axe at me. It was a coal axe. 
It hit me a glancing blow. Then I saw red. 
We fought and struggled. She was a very 
pig, strong girl. She appeared to be quite 
mad with anger and rage. During our 
struggle we overturned a chair, her head fell 
on the coal scuttle and it appeared to stun 
her. I attempted to revive her, but found 


“she was dead.” 


Consequences came home to him with 
stunning force and he put the body in a spare 
bedroom. The statement then described how 
Mahon cut up the body and attempted to 
hide the severed portions. 

In another statement the accused said that 
Miss Kaye knew that he was married, but said 
that she was determined to win his affection. 
She begged him to give everything up and go 
abroad with her, and later suggested the 
bungalow. A quarrel arose. aver bh refusal 
to write a letter giving up his position. 

The magistrates sat until six o'clock hearing 
the case, and the prisoner was then remanded

EXPLANATION BY SIR 
JAMES CRAIG, 


“NEW INSURANCE BILL 
| DISCUSSED. 
—— 


In the Northern House oí Commons yester- 
day, Sir James Craig, in reply to the criticisms 
of Mr. McDonald, explained, the position in 
regard to the Imperial grant of £500,000, 
which was given for unemployment relief in 
Belfast as the result, of an agreement, between 
Sir James Craig, the late Mr. Collins and the 
British Government. 

Sir James Craig said that he was the only 
person present when the original arrangement 
was made with the British Government. The 
grant was given to meet a grave situation in 
regard to unemployment at that particular 
time. When the grant was sanctioned by the 
British Ministers, he reiterated the claims 
which the ex-Service men had to the first cali 
upon the two-thirds of the grant allocated for 
Protestant workmen, and the other side put 
forward the claim of those known as Catholic 
expelled workers to the portion allocated to 
Roman Catholics in Belfast. The Colwyn 
Committee, wl) ich was set up to settle a num- 
ber of outstanding financial matters, came to 
the conclusion that £300,000 would be 
sufficient to grant to Northern Ireland for 
the purpose indicated. This came as a shock 
to him, but they, as a Government, having 
agreed to the establishment of the Committee, 
and to abide by its decision, had to acquiese ; 
but he would say that, taking the Colwyn 
report as a whole, Ulster was not unfairly 
treated in the aggregate. 

The difficulty that they, as a Government, 
were in was that they had led the people of 
the country, and particularly of the City of 
Belfast, to believe that they were going to 
get the full £600,000. Very large commt- 
ments, swallowing up the whole of the 
£500,000; had been entered into, and, there- 
fore, they came to the conclusion—and it did 
not take them long to do so—that, whatever 
happened on the other side of the water, they 
were pledged to the people to spend £500,000 
on relief works. -That pledge stood, so they were 
putting down the balance that remained of 
£200,000 on their own estimates. (Hear, 
hear.) He was not unmindful that in some 
other way they might be able to get a quid 
pro quo from the British Government for 
what appeared to be harsh treatment. 


THE UNEMPLOYMENT BILL. 


The Minister of Labour (the Right Hon. J. 
M. Andrews), in moving the second reading 
of the Unemployed Insurance (Temporary Pro- 
visions) Bill, which empowers the Governor, 
by Order in Council, as a temporary measure, 
to bring into force such parts of the bill at 
present passing through the Imperial Parlia- 
ment which the Northern Government might 
consider desirable and necessary in the 
Northern area. The bill proposed to increase 
the benefit payable to men from 15s. to 18s. 
per week, to single women from 12s. to 15s. 
per week, but it left married women, gir!s 
and boys exactly as they were at present. It 
also increased the allowance for ee 
from is. to 2s. per week for each child. The 
bill did not affect the contribution in any 
way. It might be argued that this was a 
Socialistic measure, because it was introduced 
by a Government which called _ itself 
Socialistic. He did not think that the Govern- 
ment which introduced. a measure should affect 
them. It was the bill that they should con- 
sider. No matter who were the sponsors to 
it, the bill in his opinion, and in the 
opinion of the Government, was not a 
Socialistic measure in any sense or form. 
It was estimated that the extension of benefits 
under the bill would involve an extra charge 
of between £100,000 and £150,000. Having 
regard to the extent of the problem, he did 
not think that that was an extravagant sum. 

Mr. McGuffin congratulated the Govern- 
ment upon the wisdom shown in introducing 
the measure. 

Mr. Donald said that the people in Belfast 
were suffering more from unemployment than 
any other city in the United Kingdom in 
relation to population. Men who were work- 
ing continuously for thirty years were now 
out of employment. 

Mr. McMullan said that the House might 
be quite willing to extend the unemployment 
benefit-to 18s., but might hesitate to follow 
a Socialist Government if they decided to 
extend the benefit to 25s. He thought that 
they ought not to give power to anyone to 
follow the Socialist Government legislation 
without some limitation. 

The Prime Minister said that the British 
Government only occupied its present position 
so long as it was of good behaviour, and it 
must meet the wishes of the other two parties 
in the House. He did not think that they 
ran any risk whatever in following their lead 
in this matter. 

Mr. Hanna objected to this method of 
passing a bill—to adopt so much of other 
people s legislation. They ought to have the 
right to criticise any proposal, and in passing 
the bill they would be vetoing their own use- 
fulness. 

The bill was read a second time.

EXTRAORDINARY SCENES. 


Serious developments are reported at Tara- 
keswar, a village in the Hooghly district, at 
which rioting in connection with a dispute 
over the Temple there occurred some days ago, 
states 7'he 7'imes Calcutta Correspondent, All 
trains from Calcutta have been stopped and 
the passengers sent back. I understand that 
2,000 coolies on the railway: have struck work, 
and are marching on Tarakeswar. 

A receiver who was appointed by the Court 
for the Temple has been unable to take charge. 
As soon as he appeared volunteers lay flat 
at all the entrances, thus preventing his 
entry. Though the authorities have ordered 
the arrest of the Swami Sachidand, who had 
been trying to oust the Mahant (Guardian) of 
the Temple, the order cannot be executed 
owing to the passive resistance of masses of 
women who are sitting five and six deep all 
round the shop where the Swami has taken 
refuge, and who allow no one to pass. A 
number of arrests has been made.

FAMINE FEARED. 


PLIGHT OF CONNEMARA 
PEASANTRY. 


The supply of potatoes, which are the staple 
food of the people in the poorer districts oi 
Connemara, has, according to reports to hand, 
completely run out, and there is real want, 
bordering on starvation, in many districts. 

At the meeting of the County Galway 
Board of Health yesterday, Miss O'Toole, 
Home Assistance Officer, Lettermore, in a 
letter, called attention to the scarcity cf 
potatoes and the lack of employment in one 
district, where there were between fifteen and 
eighteen families without a bread winner, who 
must, if they are not to die of starvation, get 
home assistance from now until the middle 
of July.

JOINT COMMITTEE TO BE 
APPOINTED. 


The House took up Mr. 0 Maille s motion 
to express concurrence by the Dail with the 
Senate in the opinion ‘that a Joint Com- 
mittee of both Houses be appointed to con- 
sider the Dublin Electricity Supply Bill, 
1924.”’ : 

Discussion on the motion had been deferred 
from iast week in order that consideration 
might be given to the question whether ex- 
amination of the Dublin Electricity Supply 
Bill, and also of the East Leinster Electricity 
Supply Bill (as to which á similar motion 
stood on the paper) could be deferred until 
the Electricity Supply Bill promoted by the 
Dublin Corporetion reached the same stage. 

Major Brvan Cooper asked the Speaker 
what the effect of reiection of the motion 
would he. 

The Speaker said that a Committee of the 
Senate could be appointed to consider the bill, 
and the further stages would be as in the case 
of an ordinary public bill introduced in the 
Senate. It would reach the Dail in due 
course 1f passed by the Senate. It would be 
a matter for the promoters, however, whether 
it would be worth their while to proceed with 
the bill in view of the indication-that would 
be given by rejection of that motion as to the 
fate of the bill in the Dail. 

Major Cooper remarked that in that case 
rejection-of the motion would be tantamount 
to rejection of the bill. He inquired wether 
it would be permissible, if the motion were 
passed, to pass an instruction to the Com- 
mittee to postpone consideration for two 
months 

The Speaker ruled against the suggestion. 
He stated that the Corporation Bill had been 
lodged. and if it passed the Examiner the first 
reading could take place in the Senate on the 
26th or 27th June. The second reading must 
take place within fourteen days from that 
date, but would probably not occur until 
after the adjournment of the Dail, The 
motion for reference to Committee would then 
not come. before the Dail until October. He 
also pointed out. that ittavas probable that 
the report of the Joint Committee on the 
Dublin Electricity Supply Bill and the East 
Leinster Bill would not be considered by the 
Dail until October, and the whole matter 
would then be in the hands of the Dail. 

POSTPONEMENT URGED. 

In the course of discussion, Mr. W. Hewat, 
Dr. Myles Keogh, and Mr. P. 8. Doyle urged 
that the Syndicate Bills should “not be ad- 
véficed until the Corporatiqn Bill was at a 
corresponding stage. 

Mr. G. Woulfe said that he did not see 
why any favour should be shown to the 
Corporation, since the fact that schemes were 
being promoted had been public for many 
months before the Corporation took action. 

Mr. Johnson opposed the motion. He said 
that a change had taken place in the Dublin 
Corporation which had been elected by the 
citizens, and had had a poli¢y with regard to 
electricity supply. sy the action of the 
Minister for Local Government the people 
who were responsible fo that policy were 
deprived of their authority, and persons re- 
sponsible only to him were put in their place. 

The House did not know what views the 
new authority had respecting the electricity 
supply of the City of Dublin.

we are not putting it forward.”’ 

If one believed that public works of public 
utility ought to be carried out by public au 
thorities, he thought that the right policy for 
the Dail to adopt was to delay the promotion 
of anv private scheme until they knew what 
was the policy of those representing the 
Dublin citizens. He would oppose the pro 
motion of any private scheme, as it might be 
that the policy of the new authority, respon. 
sible only to the Minister, would be to pre- 
vent the development oí electricity supply. 
It might well be, and very likely was, judz- 
ing from the general attitude of the Minister, 
that he wanted to thwart the Dublin Cor- 
poration scheme, and therefore appointed a 
Commission responsible to himself alone and 
not to the citizens, in ord¢r to prevent the 
Dublin Corporation from going ahead, and in 
order to allow private schemes to get through, 
and these, having passed the Dail, there 
would, be no Dublin Corporation scheme in the 
future.

NOT REASONABLE, 


Deputy Baxter’s motion meant a demand 
for amnesty of sentenced and unsentenced 
men; men at present evading justice through- 
the country, and that all should 
free. That was not a reasonable 
request, in view of the fact that there 
was dogged refusal to surrender 
weapons and amnminition to the legitimate 
authorities of the country. Implicit in that 
refusal they had the threat and the menace 
and the indication that at some undefined 
time, and under some unknown circumstances, 
those men would think it right to have re- 
course to those weapons and that ammunition. 

They had statements from certain people 
who claimed to be responsible leaders, and 
they had the mentality of the Cobh crime 
to reckon with, a crime deliberately planned 
and carried out with one object—to embroil 
this State and Government with the British 
and their forces.

£100 FOR INJURED CHILD. 

In the King’s Bench Division, before the 
Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Michael J. Ryan 
(instructed by Messrs. Brown and McCann) 
applied on behalf of the plaintiff in the case 
of Elliott v. Wine to have a consent made a 
rule of Court. The action was brought by 
Mary Elliott, an infant, by Mrs. Elizabeth

fendant, Louis Wine, for injuries caused, as 
alleged, by the negligence of the defendant, 
his servants or agents in the driving of a 
motor car at Portobello Bridge on the 19th 
March, 1922.

THE SALVAGE OF A BARQUE 


ADMIRALTY ACTION SETTLED. 


Before Mr. Justice Samuels, in the action 
brought by the Consolidated Steam Fishing 
and Ice Company, Ltd. (Grimsby), of Swansea, 
owners of the steam trawler Tenby Castle, and 
her master and crew, against the owners of 
the Spanish barque Ada, her cargo and 
freight. 

Mr. Hungerford (instructed by Mr. James 
McAuliffe) applied ex parte on behalf of the 
defendants, against whom the action was 
brought for salvage of the Spanish barque 
Ada, with her cargo and freight, which was ar- 
rested at the commencement of the proceedings. 
for an order vacating and cancelling the bail 
bond for a sum not exceeding £25,000 lodged 
in Court as security, as the action had been 
amicably settled by consent. The bail bond, 
which, it appeared, had been destroyed by 
the burning of the Four Courts in June, 1922, 
had been ad in Court by the Bank of 
Ireland, as agents for Messrs. Barclay’s Bank, 
London, with whom the defendants had lodged 
moneys sufficient to indemnify both banks 
against any liability. It became necessary to 
have the security lodged before the Ada 
could be released from arrest. The bond, 
dated 16th March, 1922, was executed by the 
Bank of Ireland and filed in Court. The action 
was now completely settled, and the plaintiffs 
had no further claim on the defendants.

A STRIKE SUGGESTED. 


Dissatisfaction exists among Irish railway 
clerks because of the failure of the Railway 
Wages Board to come to a decision on the 
proposals submitted to it by the clerks’ asso- 
ciation. A special delegate conference will 
be held at the Mansion House, Dublin, on 
Sunday next, at 11 o'clock, when the city 
representatives will urge that a satisfactory 
reply.to the proposals should be demanded 
from the railway companies not later, than 
noon on Thursday, 5th June, failing which a 
strike should be declared at noon the follow- 
ing day. 

An official of the clerks’ association stated 
yesterday that the proposals were submitted 
to the companies twelve months ago. The 
principal one was that a clerk should reach 
the maximum salary of £200 at the end of 11 
years’ service, and not 15 years as at 
present. A general improvement in condi- 
tions was also sought, but no agreement had 
been reached. The Association had, there- 
fore, no alternative but to take such action as 
was warranted by the attitude of the Railway 
Companies representatives. 

At a meeting of the general branch of the 
Association on the 17th instant a resolution 
was passed expressing surprise at the de- 
claration of the Chairman of the Irish Railway 
Board meeting on the 20th ultimo, that ro 
finding would be issued unless there was com- 
plete unanimity. It was also decided to sup- 
port the Irish Council in whatever action 1t 
may adopt at the meeting in Dublin on the 
25th instant.

BIG OUTLAY PROPOSED IN 
BELFAST. 


Yesterday Mr. John Bates, engineering in- 
spector to the Northern Ireland Ministry of 

ome Affairs, held an inquiry in the City 
Hall, Belfast, into an application for sanction 
to a loan of £98,000 for the completion of 
the villa colony at Purdysburn Lunatic 
Asylum. 

The evidence showed that the existing 
accommodation at Puardysburn was insuff- 
cient.. The buildings were only large enough 
for 750 patients, and they had 1,020 patients. 
The congestion was largely accounted for by 
the transfer of 400 patients from the Belfast 
Workhouse some years ago. The estimated 
cost of the new buildings, irrespective of fees 
and other contingencies, is £75,774. |
